2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1, 4, 6 and 8 lacks novelty under PCX Article 33(2) as being anticipated by Van der Wal U.S. Pat. No. 4,820,286. 

Van der Wal disclose an automatic mixing and injection apparatus comprising: a housing having a cavity and a proximal 
and a distal end (figs. 1, 3-6); a syringe assembly within the housing cavity, the syringe assembly further comprising: a first chamber 
(37); a second chamber (33); a needle (17); a plunger (27); a driver spring (26); as to claim 4, figs. (1. 3 and 4); as to claims 6 (fig. 
1. 3, and 4). 

Claims 2, 3, 5, 7 and 9-12 meets the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2)-(4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly 
suggest a splitter and splitter connections. 
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
